“After having a fight with 
Sonny, he wished to advise 
that in the basement of the 
Bono residence are two ma- 
chine guns, an AK-47 and a 
M60,” according to docu- 
ments dated Oct. 1976. 

At the time, Sonny told the 
feds he needed the arsenal 
for protection, which turned 


out to be prophetic. In 1994, 
as a maverick Southern Cali- 
fornia congressman, he was 
targeted by a ruthless drug- 
dealing Russian mob invading 
his district. 

Sonny played a large role 
in the government’s war on 
drugs, and the gang’s at- 
tempts to bribe him were 
unsuccessful, according to 
federal documents. 

After learning informants 
were feeding him evidence 
against them, the gangsters 
put out a contract on Sonny’s 
life, the documents show. 

Sonny died after skiing into 
a tree at a Lake Tahoe resort 
on Jan. 5, 1998. Some people, 
including his mother, Jean, 
believed he was being chased 
by a hit squad.

A March 1981 document re- 
vealed cops reported church 
member William Fisk was 
“shot to death before mem- 
bers of the group in the Seattle 
headquarters in the Church of 
Scientology” on Sept. 11, 1963. 

The “premeditated killing” 
was triggered by an enraged 
husband who felt his marriage 
was imploding because Wil- 
liam and the church urged his 
wife to dump him. 

The files also described 
church founder L. Ron Hub- 
bard as being “hopelessly 
insane” and suffering from 
“paranoid schizophrenia.” 


Hubbard’s wife, Sara 
Northrup, accused him of 
physical and psychological 
torture through “denial of 
sleep, beatings, strangulations 
and suggestions that she kill 
herself,” the files said. 

In another bizarre incident, 
officials in New Jersey ac- 
cused the church of practicing 
surgery without a license and 
conducting “scientific torture 
experiments.” 

The FBI raided the church’s 
offices in Washington, D.C., 
and Los Angeles in 1977, and 
arrested 11 members, including 
Hubbard’s third wife, on espio- 
nage and conspiracy charges. 
Hubbard was labeled an “un- 
indicted co-conspirator” and 
went into deep hiding. He died 
at age 74 in 1986. 

A representative for the 
church said the claims made 
in the FBI documents “all 
have been proven to be false 
and evince the harassment of 
a new religion in its formative 
years.”

An angry Hoover reportedly 
showed them photos of both 
men in clandestine meetings 
with the sex siren, evidence 
sensational enough to tame 
the Kennedy brothers. 

In one letter, dated Oct. 19, 
1964, a former agent claimed: 
“Robert Kennedy was having 
a romance and sex affair over 
a period of time with Marilyn 
Monroe.” 


The note claimed RFK and 
Marilyn attended a sex party 
at which “a tape recording 
was secretly made and is in 
the possession of a Los Ange- 
les private detective agency.” 

The FBI files further noted, 
“Marilyn also had an inter- 
mittent lesbian affair,” and 
although the name was re- 
dacted, the “Seven Year Itch” 
sexpot once admitted to bed- 
ding actress Joan Crawford.
